Serelatloiis of ibe Kalian Green Book 
: ^ Boman Question. 

The publication of Uio Italian Green- 
Book makes np for tlio paucity of dipio.. 
mntic paperB on the llomaQ qiieslioti in 
the French Yellow Iho!:. Twenty seven 
despatches doal with tho formation of ihu 
Antilles Legion, which was unqiieslioii- 
ably a flagrant and disbonest breach of 
tho Convention of September by France. 
The first is dated ns fur back as Juno 2, 
ond the last September 7, 1867, The 
documents relating to tho Roman qiiostion 
nmoDtit to 66, and conie down from 
December 20, 18G6, to December 3d of 
the present year. M. Eotihcr, in his first 
speoeh tliia session, glorified iu the 
avowal that General Dutnont had been 
specially sent from Paris to reorganize 
tho Anlibes Legion, as did niso the Mar- 
quis de Moiistier in Iho Senate. More- 
over, tlioy acknowledged tbat this body 
was made up of men who were actually 
in tho French scrTicc at tlio time llicy 
volnnteered to enter the Papal. Com- 
pare this with a note published lust 
Angost in the Moniteur disavowing what 
Gen. Dnmout said at Rome, and n 
despatch of tho Italian Minister, dated 
tho 8th of tho same month, commnnicat- 
m:^ a declaration of tho French Govern- 
ment — that tho Antibes legion was 
independent of all foreign control. The 
Emperor's Government not only admiitud 
that this Bhoald bo bo in principle but 
was detorrained to conform to it. As to 
M. Dumont, M de Moustier said, " I do 
not disavow him ; but I deny that we 
hare anjiliing to do with him." The 
Cabinet of Florence instantly expressed 
its complete satisfaction at tbe fall and 
frank oxplanation Toncbsafod by tha Cab- 
inet of tho Taileries. Tho coramunica- 
tlons relative to tbo present Garibaldinn 
movement open on September 30th, in a 
telegram to the Chevalier Nigra who is 
ordered to go to Biarritz and sound tho 
Emperor as to what he was likely to do 
in the event of a revoldtion, apprehended 
by Signer Ratazzi, breaking out in Rome. 
In such a case Italy would think it necos- 
sary to intervene in order to preserve 
public tranquility and to prevent tho ro- 
eslftblisliment of a Mazzinian republic 
To tbe qnestions of tlie Italian |Qovern- 
ment the Emperor returned au evasive 
answer, snseeptihlo of being read by the 
Pope or Victor Emmanuel as favorable to 
either. Tho only thing clear in it wn.^ 
that were a revolution to tako place 
France would not interfere without Grst 
consulting her ally, Italy, who was re- 
commended to guard well the frontiers. 
Tiianka ore flashed back, and other dc 
spatches follow whoso drift is to sound 
.still (ler[)er tho Empnor. Meanwhile 
his I.iiperial Majesty ihrows* aown 'he 
mnsk. On thf» I4lii October R.uazzi 
, teats . em.-; ly against tho threat- 
ened violation ol the 'ooventinti by 
Franco, and claims the rij,ut to o ipy 
jointly tho F^terniil City. Signor Nigra 
on iX'ccipt of this t'lkes llio liberty to ex- 
pieefi an opinion that a French occupa- 
tion can be avoided by the Italian 
GoTernraent redoubling its vigilance and 
putting down energetically Garibaldi. 
To prevent a revolution this will suGSce 
without going to occupy Rome. En paS' 
sant I nmj remark that tlio Clievniier 
Nigra lias been bowitclied by tho J']m- 
pre.'s and some syrens at Court. Oilier 
iiiQuences havo been brouglit to bear on 
him order to bring him over to the French 
side. He is now aa object of iateoso 
hatred to patriotic Italians, and saeh a 
favorite at tho Tuileries that his being 
kept at the hoad of the Italian legation is 
a sine qua non of tho French alliance. 
Btit Sigiior Ratazzi does not see things in 
the same light. An Italian inlorveuiion, 
he repeats, is necessary, both for the pro* 
tection of tbe Pope and tbo prevention of 
a revolnlioimry government. The same 
day tlie electric wire beur.s Iiini tho tid- 
ings tbut in no case will Napoleon con- 
sent to an Italian inter venlion, and he 
must consider a rcvolutiou as a conse- 
quence of the acts of th« Government of 
Franco. Tbo Emperor of Austria comes 
to Paris and Garibald gets away from 
Caprera, M. llilarzi delertuinoa to 
strike ft blow. Tho plot tliickous 
Signer Ntsra reports an agitatcfl meeting 
of the Council of Ministers at St Cloud. 
Some members lifted their voice olo- 
qnenlly in favor of Italy. But ardent 
.speeches wero delivered against Iicr, and 
the majority was ngainst lirir. The Ital- 
ian Plenipotentiary besought his Oovcrn- 
mt'nt to weigh well the consequences of 
the step they thought of taking. Iu re- 
turn Ilatnzzi besought Fraoee not to 
pbico tho king in an uhtbnable sitnation 
atul throw him into tho arras ot the Revo- 
lution. SimuItnnooQsly troops ate sent 
across tho frontier. Frnsinono demands 
to be annexed to Italy. But by this 
timo tlie king is thoroa^lily intimidated. 
Tiia Tonloa sqnadron is on tbe eve 
sailing, and tho JPatrie publlshos its cele. 
brnted declaration of war. Notes (not 
published,) are despatched lo Lonrlon, 
Berlin and St. Petersburg. England 
offers her good olTiccs to prevent the entry 
of tho Italian troops being considered in 
Paris ns a casus belli, 'Frossia expresses 
syrapatiiy, but warns her ally to bo cir- 
cumspect, Bat Bismarck having sent 
full instructions to the Prussian ]']iivoy at 
Pioreiico, aa to tho course lie is to tako 
should the llomau question tako a Euro- 
pean clinracter, doclioes to answer directly 
the question addressed hini by Sigtior 
Nigr.^. Russia is equally sympathetic, 
bnt does not clearly see what practical 
use 8bo can be to » poirei; {a. whose iateg< 
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rity she is not interested It is clear that th ^ 

time has not come for Fm 8 a to effi-ct a 
diversion on the Rhine. Strike our fliig, 
therefore, is the decision of Victor Em- 
manuel. Ritaizi retires ; Menahrca 
comes in ; the French return to Rome, 
tho Cbassopot episode takes place, a con- 
fitrence is proposed by Nigra, Italy with- 
draws from tbe bold position rhe has 
tak«n up, and is complimented by the 
Tiiilt-rios ; Menebrea thanks Napoleon 
for his coartcons nssnrances of fiiend-b'p, 
hopes for a speedy settlement of all ditli- 
CQliiea; and M. .Roober makes his 
fnmons speech in which he declares that 
Italy shall not seize on Rome. 

The Cunard Line — Withdrawal or 
THE Steamships raoK Boston.— Tbe fol- 
lowing letter, Fays the New York Times 
of December 1 9th, is Cunord's reply to a 
coinmunicntioii from a native and citizen 
of Boslo'' who, nt the requost of several 
.i-omin' . merol ...ats r that r -y, h- s 
recently visited iiie Provinces of Cann'ni 
fo' tbe purpose of ascertaining tbe direc>- 
liv In whi'-h the p-eat to'iime of j\nneri- 
can produci. , incrc ing year by year and 
ilpstined for European markets, can most 
SHiiBfactorlly be turned in order to insure 
to the shippers tbe greatest degree of 
despatch : 

Dear Sir. — I have to acknowledge tho 
receipt of your communication on the sub- 
ject of trans Ailantic transportation, from 
which I gather that it is tbe general im- 
pression that if the proper inducements 
liad been ofTercd by our line of stearashipg 
vast quantities of produce would have 
gone to Boston for shipment, which port, 
with tho proper inducements, you say 
shippers would prefer to any other. I 
mast confess I am at a loss to know what 
is meant by proper inducements. We do 
not require in New York to make ar- 
rangements in Canada, or in the Far 
West, for freight, and during this last 
autumn, when wo have boon sending an 
average of 2,500 tons of freight every 
week, lor 10,000 tons per month, in our 
ships rrom this port, we have been unable 
to get 500 or COO tons once a fortnight 
in Boston at one-half tho rate we are 
getting here and that was not considored 
sufQcieut inducement, aa shippers in Bos- 
ton complained at paying 208. per ton 
wbon we were asking 40Q)50s bere. I 
think that the Boston shipper.s, if they 
wished to oiicoura|»e Bliipments via Boston 
should not complain of paying half the 
i-ate of freight from Now York, but wo 
hare taken freight from Boston at 53. per 
ton, and even for nothing ; I have ascer- 
tained also that a good deal of tho little 
freight obtained in Boston was sent on 
from Now York or purchased for New 
York account, tho low rates of freight 
being tho inducement, I do not know 
what Boston may bo in tbe future as a 
place of sbipmeat— I bare, only to deal 
with the present. I hare received eom- 
manlcations from Philadelphia and Baltic 
more clearly proving that thoeo ports 
off r greater indnccments for Atlantic 
Hleamors than any others. I hare no 
doubt that the writers fully believe what 
they wrote, but tbe trt.de was to be 
built up and the experiment to be made 
at our expense and not theirs. 

I nm very glad to hear that at last 
arrangements are being made to make 
throu','h connections between Boston and 
tiio West, but I cannot admit that the 
reason why produce has not been shipped 
from Boston bus boBU that we hare not 
offered the proper inducements for taking 
it to England. Wo conld not do more 
than tako it at five shillinga per ton. and 
sonnctimos frioight frco, and we havo not 
boon able alivays to get that, but have 
had to take stone ballast, i can only 
regret that the arrangements you speak 
of had not be'en completed, long ago.

A ORKAT sensation has been created in 
Denmark by the scandalous partionlars 
recQotly published about the antecedents 
of the late King Frederick the Seventh 
It appears from these details that tho 
Countess Banner was tho issue cf an in- 
cestuous union, her parents being brother 
and sister.

After 
giving birth to an illegitimate child, she 
married a tavern keeper at Mulheim, near 
Cologne, on tbe Rbioe, and her beauty 
Boon attracted large numbers of travellers 
to her husband's hotel, wliicli was gener- 
ally kno^vn fts the " Hotel of the beautiful 
landlady." One day a Danish artist from 
Copenhagen stopped there, and was ao 
Biuitten with her charms that ho laid 
siege to her heart and prerailed on her to 
elopt; with him to Denmark. At Copen- 
hagen Crown Prinze Fre l^irick siw and 
loved her, but she luruea a deaf ear to 
his ap^iiication until ho horoically pro- 
mised to marry her. He did so in 1(550, 
til oe years :ifter he had uo..caded tho 
thione. It is beliered that she was 
ncrer divn-ced from her husband, the 
Muhlheim tavern keeper. King Freder- 
ick the Seventh was so exceedingly fond 
of her that he oftentimes declared that be 
would abdicate bis crown rather than giro 
her np.

GitBAT GuoiER or New Zealakd.— 

Tho Wo'tlaiid (Eiifj;l.ind) Observer has 
un account of a visit puid roceiitiy by tho 
ebisf offii^er.s of tlio geoloicioal dopartiuunt 
to tho great glacier on tho west side of 
Mount; Cook. Tlio foot of the glacier, 
whicii is-aboot l3 miles from tbe sea, is 
1,900 foet wide. Neither the glacier nor 
the iininoiiao field of snow whicli feeds it 
is visible from the river until within n 
quarter cf a miU of it, wlieii llio stiiiiurid 
008 masses of snow and ice at onuo 
breaks upon the view. Below the glacier 
a recept moraine extends for several bau- 
drcd yards, consisting of tbe debris of the 
rock, 20 fuet deep, uniierluin by ico niid 
snow, through which cuiiHideniblo strcaui.s 
of water raus, wiiich nro rcudorori vinible 
u round liole.i, cau.teil by the giving way 
of the icG and by cracks in tho surfaco. 
On tbe soaihBrn side there has recdntiy 
been a great.fractore of tbe ice and breach 
of lliy rock, which hud fallen in immense 
masses. Tho purly ascended on tho 
nortliorn f.ido, where tho snow or ice 
formed rounded hills, undisturbed by any 
cracks or fissures. The glacier matter is 
porous, and presents tolerable footing ; it 
is of a gray color, full of small dirt with 
occasional slonos, whicii had evidently 
f*lieii from the surrounding hills. Tho
